We know that every successful business 
has a budget and we know that Georgia 
ig entitled to a budget. 

A state law should be enacted which will 
require licenses, fees and all other income 
from every department of the state to be 
deposited in the state treasury and appro- 
priations made in the regular way for the 
support and maintenance of these depart- 
ments. The needs of every department 
sheuld be budgeted and no income of any 
kind sheuld be expended by the department. 
Such bill as suggested would of necessity 
have to be independent of the tax commis- 
sion and budget bill proposed in this re- 
port, and we recommend the enactment 
of such independent bill. 

When, and only when, the tax commis- 
sion and budget bill proposed in this re- 
port is adopted and becomes a law, the 
present state eonualization law with all of 
its machinery should be abolished, and upon 
the enactment of the law establishing the 
tax commission and budget bill we recom- 
mend a law repealing the state tax equaliza- 
tion law and its machinery. This recom- 
mendation is made with the absolute pro- 
viso that our proposed tax commission and 
budget bill be enacted into law, as other- 
wise we are firmly. of opinion that-~ the 
state’s equalization law should be maintain- 
ed and strengthened. 

We therefore now earnestly recommend

On the contrary, we believe that 
Georgia’s common schools are her greatest 
asset and should be warmly. encouraged and 
generously supported. We simply feel that 
the needs of the common schools should be 
made known, should be budgeted, and that 
necessary funds _,for their maintenance 
shonld be appropriated. 

We find that in Georgia, 
siates, the ad valorem taxes for all pur- 
poses of so-called intangible property have 
completely broken down.

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HEALTH TALKS

CAUSE OF APPENDICITIS, 

This is just a bit of plain science, 
which I fear is still rather uncommon 
sense and will continue to be uncom- 
‘mon sense until we can rid journal- 
lism of a lot of the old fogies who 


‘now sit in editorial chairs and oppose 
educational progress with all their 


wer and main. 
In the March, 1925, number of the 


American Journal of Pathelogy, Bos- 


ton, S. Warren reports some obser- 
vations from a study of 66 cases of 
acute appendicitis, which led to the 
conclusion that acute appendicitis is 
not a specific disease due to one type 
‘of organism such as streptoccoccus, 
‘as some surgeons assume. On the 
eontrary, Warren found the colon 
bacillus (bacillus coli communis) 
alone responsible for the inflamma- 
tion in 25 of the 66 cases and com- 
‘bined with other organisms in 12 
cases, Streptococcus hemolyticus was 
found alone (in pure culture) in six 
eases, and combined with the colon 
‘bacillus in-nine cases. Proteus vul- 
garis and bacillus pyocyaneus were 
ach found in five cases. 

' Warren noticed that the degree of 
‘inflammation did not vary much with 
ithe type of organism found in the 
‘infected tissue (not in the Jumen or 
‘eavity of the appendix). In one case 
lof inflammation around the _appen- 
dix in a child five years old Warren 
found pneumococcus type I. In this 
‘ease the appendicitis was followed in 
‘| four days by lobar pneumonia which 
was also due to pneumococcus type I. 
| Acute appendictis then, like acute 
tonsilitis, acute endocarditis (inflam- 
‘mation of the heart lining, the be- 
‘ginning of valvular disease) and acute 
arthritis (joint inflammation), may 
| be eaused -hy a variety of germs, as 
i Warren points out.- This pathologist 
believes, however, that the evidence 
is rather against the idea that these 
germs reach the appendix tissues 
through the blood stream. We have 
generally assumed that many cases of 
‘acute appendicitis are of such origin, 
;Says a pneumococcus appendicitis due 
to pneumococci carried from the re- 
‘gion of the tonsils through the blood 
stream to the appendix; although we 
have always known that most cases 
of acute appendicitis are due to colon 
hatillus infection and the colon bacil- 
ilus is a normal inhabitant of the in- 
i testine. 

I have a mere theory that a wee 
bit of plain or pure eod liver oil 
might prevent mauy cases of appen- 
dicitis—a few drops a dav would he 
sutficient to supply the vitamin (vita- 
jmin A) which not only prevents 
‘rickets and favors normal growth but 
‘probably aids the body>in= resisting 
‘infections. This is only a theory 
which 1 just fished out’ of my inner 
consciousness and I do not warrant 
it in any way except that it can do 
no harm. No extract or emulsion or 
‘other substitute for plain. ecod liver 
‘oil should be used if you seek the 
elfect of the vitamin. No harm 
though in incorporating a little cod 
liver oil in your salad dressing if 
{you like.

TRAFFIC BUREAU 
RESTORATION SEEN 


Restoration of the traffic bureau of 
the police department was seen T hurs- 
day when the finance committee of 
city council created positions of two 
sergeants, who will be.in charge of 
traffic. Installation of the bureau, 
however, depends on whether or not 
the chairman of the committee and 
city comptroller are able to find suffi- 
cient money to pay salaries for the 
remainder of the year. 

Councilman Ed H. Inman, chair- 
man of the police committee, has 
favored restoration of the bureau if it 
is placed in charge of two sergeants, 
who will be equipped with motor- 
cyeles, and whose chief duries will be 
to visit all parts of the city in order 
to keep other traffie officers working 
without a halt. 

The former traffie bureau, which 
was abolished by city eouncil early 
this year, was in charge of a captain 
and lieutenant, and the principal ob- 
jection to if was on the grounds that 
duties of the captain conflicted with 
those of the captain in charge of the 
regular police watch on duty at that 
time.

That Wills, the ex-stevedore 
who has been knocking at the cham- 
pion's door for these many years, will 
at last realize his life’s ambition by 
a a whack at the champion- 
ship. 

One reason the Wills bont has heer 
so long deferred, Rickard admitted, 
is that it will take months to “build 
it up.’ 

Wants All Money. 

But another reason probably is that 
Dempsey prefers not to share with 
IKXearns the huge purse which he will 
reveive. Until the contract between 
the two expires a year from Septem- 
ber, Dempsey will give Kearns his 
stipulated share of his fight purses, 
which has been reported to be one- 
half. 

“TIT am going to make my ‘own 
matches and handle my own affairs 
from now on,” said Jack, who ac- 
qaired a new manager some months 
ago when he married Estelle Taylor.
